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BELGIUM STIVEL WITH UR.

It 1s somewhat surprising to learn
that the food situation In Delgium fs
worse than it was last year, when
Germany lirst cut off the nation’s
food wsupply. The utmost efforis of
the rellef commission and the utmost'
Eencrosity of the ouislde world will
be reguirad ot keep the nation from
starving next winter,

“The problem becomes more dif-
ficult every day,” says the chalrman
of tue commission. “The number of
destitute has Increased from 1,000,-

000 Just October to 2,750,000 in June,
und now grows st the rate of 200,000
a month, And onr resources, large
ag they are, can not keep pace with
the need if the charitable public
loses Interest In our work.”

It Is surprising, too, to hear that
out of the $50,000,000 spent for the
first eight months of the commission’s
work, the pecple of the United States
only contributed §$6,000,000 in monoy
and food supplies, This, to be sure,
is a large amount, perhaps the larg-
est ever glven by one nation for any
philanthrople purpose. Still it is
small In cémparlson witn the ability
of the American people to give. There
are 100,000,0000 of us now, and mos*
of u¢ are either,petually, progperous
or in cireumstances which are en-
viable compared with those of any
Furopean nation.

“The continued support of Amerl-
ca.' says' Chalrmon ‘Hoover, “is neces-
sary, too, to provide the commission
with the moral prestige it now pos-
sesses In the sight of the warring
mowerd,"” That support, both in money
‘and in sentiment, should be as gen-
erous now as it was last fall.

Editor Intelligencer:

I left Anderson this morning about
10:30 o'clock and at 11:30 was on
the streets of lartwell, Ga. 1 went
directly to the cotton warshouse to
inviestigate the price of cotton. I
saw on;the yards, gquite a number of
wagons from South Carolina loaded
with cotton. They were paying 11 i-4
cents for every bale on bthe yards,
taking any and all in sight at that
price. About noon or 12:20 o'cloek
the market came in at an advanced
price, Before I left they began pay-
ing 11 3-8 gents,, In the presence of

a number of men g Hartwell cotton
buynr told me to m.r face that I had
come ovm; there for the purpose of
Fren.klng up, the Hartwe]l market by
'orcing the market at Anderson to
meet their prices for cotton.

My three dpughters and I took din-
ner at the diotel at Hartwell and 1
don't think I ever ate a_ betser meal
in my 1life. After dﬁnner I, left for
Lavonia, making the 14 lﬁileu in
about 25 minutes., The roads are
magn!ficlent, regular race courses,
but no better than the class of roads
Mack King Is now constructing In
Anderson county. I found the
square at Lavonia full of cotton wa-
gons. I stopped several wagons on
the road and I have the weights of
their cotton and bills of sale in my
pocket, One bale was sold for
11 11-16 cents and another for 11 1.2
cents. They also gave me thelr snnd
bills. Cotton geed are s-1ling for
per ton at Hartwell and Lavonia, @

In the early morning at Lavon
cotton sold for 11:25 and 11:30,
after noon they began to bid 11: mpﬁd
11:50 for it. 1 was offered for
bales of cotton, or any part of
